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AN ACT concerni ng finance.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

Menber Initiative Sunshine Act.

Section 5. Applicable projects. As used in this Act,
"project" nmeans any of the follow ng:

(1) Any road project that is not delineated in the
nost recent publication of the Illinois Departnent of
Transportation's Five-Year H ghway Program

(2) Any project that will ultinmately be paid for
wi th noneys fromthe Fund for Illinois' Future.

(3) Any project funded through appropriations or
reappropriations to the Departnment of Comrerce and
Econom ¢ Qpportunity if (i) there 1is not a specific line
item appropriation for the project and (ii) the project
involves a grant to a wunit of local governnment, an
educational entity, a not-for-profit organization, or any
ot her governnental unit.

(4) Any pr oj ect funded from an appropriation
contained in Section 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 or 6 of Article 3 of
Public Act 92-0587 or any reappropriation of these funds.

(5 Any project funded through the Departnent of

Nat ural Resources' Open Land Trust Program

Section 10. Approval for projects required. No officer,
enpl oyee, or agent of the State may expend funds for any
project wunless funding for that project has first been
approved by the Menber Initiative Review Panel in accordance

with the provisions of this Act.
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Section 15. Menber Initiative Review Panel established.

(a) The Menber Initiative Review Panel shall consist of
3 nenbers as follows: the Governor or his or her designee,
who shall serve as chairperson, the State Treasurer or his or
her designee, and the State Conptroller or his or her
desi gnee.

(b) The Panel my pronulgate any reasonable rul es

necessary to inplenent this Act.

Section 20. Notification of project.

(a) Wthin 30 days after the effective date of this Act
Wi th respect to projects pending on that effective date and
within 30 days after any other project is proposed for
funding through appropriated anmounts, the Governor nust
notify the Panel of the project.

(b) Al notifications under this Section nust be in
witing and nmust contain all of the follow ng:

(1) A detailed description of the project,
i ncl udi ng a budget.

(2) A copy of the statute, agency rule, or other
i nstrunment creating the project.

(3) The nanme of all General Assenbly nenbers in
whose district the project wll be located and al
Ceneral Assenbly nenbers who were the principal sponsors
or chief co-sponsors of any legislation to create or fund
t he project.

(4) The nanme, address, and tel ephone nunber of a
contact person who is know edgeabl e of the details of the

proj ect.

Section 25. Public hearing schedul e.
(a) Upon receipt of the notification under Section 20 of
this Act, the Panel nust schedule a public hearing concerning

the project. The hearing mnust take place within 60 days
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after the receipt of the notification under Section 20. The
Panel nmust nmeet at |east once every nonth unless there are
fewer than 10 projects pending.

(b) At least 10 cal endar days before the public hearing,
t he Panel nust notify all of the followwng of the date,
pl ace, and time of the public hearing:

(1) The contact person provided in the notification
under Section 20.

(2) Al Ceneral Assenbly nenbers in whose district
the project will be |ocated and all General Assenbly
nmenber s who were the principal sponsors or chief
co-sponsors of any legislation to create or fund the
proj ect.

(3) The Director of each State agency that created
or will admnister the project.

(4) The CGovernor, State Conptroller, and State

Tr easurer.

Section 30. Governor's reconmrendati on.

(a) At least 5 cal endar days before the public hearing
on a project, the Governor or his or her designee nmust submt
a witten recommendation to the Panel concerning the funding
of the project. The Governor may reconmend that (i) funding
for the project be approved or (ii) funding for the project
be deni ed.

(b) Each recomendation by the Governor under this
Section shall be maintained as a public record and nust be
made available for public inspection and copying. Each
fiscal quarter, the Ofice of the Governor shall publish a
list of all of the Governor's recomendations under this
Section. The list nmust include a brief synopsis of each
project and nust state whether the Governor reconmended that

fundi ng be approved or denied for that project.
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Section 35. Conduct of public hearing. At the public
heari ng, t he Panel shal | consi der t he Governor's
recommendation for the funding of the project and allow each
person who nust be notified under subsection (b) of Section
25, or a representative of that person, and any other
interested party an opportunity to present oral or witten
evi dence concerning the funding of the project. After all of
the evidence has been presented, the Panel nust conduct a
vote on the question of whether funding for the project shal
be approved.

If 2 or nore nenbers of the Panel vote to approve funding
for the project, then the appropriate officers, enployees, or
agents of the State may expend noneys for the project as
otherwi se provided by |[|aw The Panel's approval of the
project shall be deened to be a commtnent fromthe State to
fund that project.

If fewer than 2 nenbers of the Panel vote to approve
funding for the project, then no noney may be expended for
the project and the Panel's decision shall be honored by al
of ficers, enployees, or agents of the State. |If a project is
not approved to be funded, then, wthin 10 business days
after the decision, the Panel nust notify each person |isted
in subsection (b) of Section 25 stating the reasons for the
denial of funds. If a project is not approved to be funded,
then, no less than 90 days after the Panel gives notification
of the denial of funds, the Governor nmay resubmt the project
for review by the Panel by notifying the Panel under Section

20.

Section 40. CQuarterly report. At the end of each fiscal
quarter, the Panel nust issue a witten report to the
Governor and to each legislative |eader detailing al
projects reviewed by the Panel for that quarter, a detailed

description of those projects, and the Panel's action on
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1 t hose projects.
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
